Two river steamers, the ‘Tat Lee 
(Cupt. Bouafleld) and the Wing On

afternoon when they were leaving

It was stated thia morningr, 
however, that she ‘was sailing as 
naunl for Konemoon this evening.

Emphasis is laid upon the ae. 
tivities of the Association in con- 
nexion with. the Retrenchment and 
Currency Commissions, and the in- 
fluence exerted in many directions 
to maintain the welfare of the 
community, : 

The report redtds:— 


Distinguishing . Features. 

The yenr for which the commit- 
tee here submit their report has 
been distinguished by some fea- 
tures of peculiar interest. In the 

place, Kowloon's welcome to 
the new Governor on May 12 was a 
new and very happy suggestion 
which emanated from your com- 
mittee and was carried through 
with their help. Ltkewine, the 
band concerta arranged through- 
out the summor, at the request of 
the Government, were a centre of 
great attraction and an achieve- 
ment worthy of speciul note 
Furthermore, the actual com- 
mencement of Work on the Ferry 
Approach on lines advocated by 
this Association, the opening of 
the new Children’s Playground in 
Middle Rond, and the hushing of 
the salutea on Signal Hill, mark 
definite points of attainment. Tho 
Kowloon Residents’ Association {8 
the only Association of its kind 
which undertook to voice public 
opinion on the question of inereas- 
ed taxation, and your committee 
supplemented their protest by 
supplying materinl for the con- 
sideration of the Retrenchment 
Commission, the appointment of 
which they had joined in urging. 

The following will reveal to the 
cureful reader that the influence 
of the Association is exerted in 
many directions and vigilant 
watch is maintained ove she wel- 
fare of the community, 

Salaries Commission. 

[n common with the whole non- 
official papulation of the. Colon 
your committee gave careful con- 
sidoration to the question of the 
increased taxation foreshadowed 
during the year if the recommen, 
dations of the Salaries Commin- 
sion wore adopted. After careful 
study of the facts, together with 
the figures avallable, the Agsovia- 
tion’s submissions were forward- 
ed to Government on June 2: a8 
will be seen from the corréspon- 
these submissions were 
ultimately forwarded to the Secre- 
tiry of State for the Colonies. 

On the appointment of «a Re- 
trenchment Commission, follow. 
ing the adoption of the Salaries 
Commission's recommendations, a 
special committee was appointed, 
whose — recommendations. after 
sareful investigations of the vari- 
ous avenues, for retrenchment, 
were - forwarde to the Conmis- 
sion, < : 

Currency Commission. 

The sorious effect on the Colony 
in general, uml in particular on 
the residential. population, of the 
fall in exchange value of the dol- 
Jar was fully appreciated by your 
committee, who considered it in- 
cumbent on them as a Residente’ 
Association to explore all possible 
angles of the queation. An invita. 
tion was accordingly sent to the 
committees of other similar Asso- 
ciations in the Colony to attend a 
masz committee meeting for this 
purpose; no other Association 
availed themselves of the invita- 
tion, howevor, and a resolution 
passed at this meeting wak accord- 
ingly forwarded to.Government by 
this Assovintion alone. 


Band Concerts. 

At the request of the Govern- 
ment, the Association orygunived a 
series of Band Concerts during the 
summer months; the concerts 
were popular and well attended, 
but rresulled in a financial! Joss in 
spite of Government = subsidy.

Pollce and Trafiic. 

During the year, several minor 
traMflc points have ‘been taken up 
with the authorities, and the re- 
commendations of this Associa- 
tion .have always received courte- 
ous consideration. § A suggestion 
with regard to Bua Route No, 5 
was carefully considered . by the 
Hongkong Tramways Ltd. who in- 
atituted an niteration in the route 
on-the lines’ sugested. 

Tho increased bus fares on cer- 
{ain routes also formed the sub- 
ject of ‘correspondence with the 
authorities, who courteously 
agreed to allow this Association 
fn opportunity to express their 
viows should any further increase 
be contemplated. 


Residential Areas, 

Nuisances in residential areas 
have again been brought to the 
notice of Government, and the 
Sanitary Department have tnken 
action where possible. 

In their report for 1929, your 
Committee stated that recommen. 
dations for the extension of the 
areas wherein hawkers’ criea_ und 
other nolses to the disturbance of 
public tranquillity are prohibited, 
had been aent to Government, and 
we are now pleased to report that 
regulations to this effect were 
published in the Government 
Gazelte of July 18th, 1930. 

Children's Playgrounds. 

The opening of the new Chil- 
dren’s Playground in Middle Road 
marks the culmination of the As- 
sociation’s efforts of many years; 
the control of these playgrounda 
continues to ‘be closely watched 
by our Committee, and recommen. 
dations on the subject have been 
forwarded to Government. 

“Star” Ferry Approach. 

Reorganisation of trafitc at this 
busy centre is now well in hand, 
and as far as can be seen the 
scheme adopted follows very close- 
ly the plan submitted by this ‘As- 
sociation in January 1980, 

In April, the Association ap. 
proached the Government with a 
view to mitigating the annoyance 
cuused to nearby residents by the 
firing from Signal Hill, and, as a 
result of the changes put in force 
by the authorities, thix is now 
practically negligible, 


Mikcellancous. 

Matters of gencral interest to 
residents, auch as postal facilities, 
water supply, additional typhoon 
slgnals, ete. huve ‘been ‘dealt with 
during the year, and correspon- 
dence thereon will be found. under 
Appendix I. ;

20 years prior to Dec. 81, 1902.” 

Losses to the Enland Revenue 
by fraud, default .and — aceldent 
during the yenr totalled £30,461, 
states the Comptroller in his re- 
port on the appropriation —ac- 
counts of the . Revenue Depart- 
ment. This compared with £6,002 
in 1928 and £12,804 in 1927.

HOW INDIGNATION WAS

Nanking, Mar, 4. 

Atadinner given this evening to 
members of the Legialative Council, 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek explained 
that his recent dispute with Hu 
Han-min was over the provisional 
constitution iasuc, and that all other 
rumours to the contrary were 
enirely without foundation. 


"Recently Hu Han-min released | 


to the press a statement against 
adoption of the provisional conatitu- 
tion. This action was greatly re- 
sented by many Government leaders, 
and in fact the Control Counct! 
intended to bring an impeachment 
against Mr. Hu. For this reason I 
invited Mr. Hu to my house on 
Saturday evening to discuss the 
matter, ‘We did not reach an ogrec~ 
ment, and finally Mr. Hu told me 
he opposed the proposal for the sake 
of the Executive Council. 

“T wan especially indignant over 
this remark, and told Mr. Ha he 
could, oppose the proposal for the 
welfare of the country, but certainly 
not for, the sake of any Individual. 
I said, were I in the wrong I would 
resign. Mr. Hu then officially 
handed in hts resignation.” 

Wan Yung-ping, 1 member of the 
Logislative Couneil, responding on 
behalf of the guests, stated that he 
and his colleagues were shocked to 
hear of Mr. Hu‘s restenation, be- 
cause if Mr. {lu had done anything 
wrong in'connexion with his duties 
ns chairman of the Legislative 
Council, all the members thercof 
should share the  rexponsibility. 
‘He snid Mr. Hu uned to sleep only 
three hours daily, devoting all his 
time and energy to work, and added 
that Mr. Hu wos a very aick man 
and he hoped the Government would 
allow him to return to hia house 
for proper medical attention, 

Chiang Kal-shek declared that 
Mr. Hu had gone to Tangshan on 
his own Initiative, and promised 
to move him to the clty if he agreed. 
He added that Mr. Hu would be 
Urged to resume his duties as soon 
as the National People’s Convention 
awwas over.

COLLAPSE AT HOTEL. 


London,.-Mar. 4. 
A shock has been caused in 
political circles by the sudden 
death at Marseilles of Earl 
Russell, the noted Socialist Peer, 
Under-Secretary in the Minis- 
try of Transport in the Labour 


Government. 

Earl Russell was returning to 
England from the Riviera where 
he had been recuperating from an 
attack of influenza. He collapsed 
yesterday afternoon in his hotel 
at Marseilles, and died soon after- 
wards from ‘heart failure. 

His brother, the Hon. Bertrand 
Russell, who is equally famous as 
a Socialist and a pacifist, left im- 
medintely for Marseillea. The Hon. 
Bertrand Ruasell ix the heir to the 
title, 


At War With the Orthodox, 


Earl Russell was a man of many 
aecomplishments being an clectrical 
engineer of note as well a8 a barris- 
ter, He was 65 years of age, and 
sueceeded to the Earldom 62 years 
ago on the death of his grand- 
father, the first Earl, the famous 
Liberal statesman who as Lord John 
Russell introduced the Reform Bill 
of 1832, 

Bart Russell proved to be one of 
the most unconventional of peers. 
Mis ability promised a brilliant 
eareer, bul even in beyhood he 
showed signs) of a temperament 
which set bim at perpetual warfare 
with the orthodox, Whea at Win- 
chester, he one day horrified — the 
masters by walking: out of chapel 
becange the Athanasian, Creed was 
being recited! 


Becomes Socialist. 


Ho yan a business at Maidenhead 
after leaving Oxford, until 1895 
when he was elected to the LC: C. 
and besrain to take politics ug a 
serious study, He distinguished 
himaclf by the independent lines he 
took on social questions and it came 

surprise when he joined the 
n Soctety and came — ont 
openly as a Socialist. . 

It ix probable, however, that Eart 
Russell will be chiefly remembered, 
for his matrimonial complications. 
In 1901 he was the defendant in a 
famous trial by the House of Lords, 
In 1890 he married a daughter 
of Sir Claude’ Scott. The mariage 
wus unhappy. the wife making cer- 
tain charges igasinst him. These 
he denied and, as she_ repeated 
them, he held he was entitled to a 
divorce oon the fegal ground of 
“cruelty.” 


Tried for Bigumy, 


He got a divorce in the Ameri- 
can Courts and in 1901 married 
Mra. Somerville. : He was accused 
of bigary on returning to England 
and claiming the privilege of a peer 
was tried by the House of Lords. 
The result was a sentence of six 
months’ imprisonment, but a pardon 
quickly followed. 

Both murrisiges were later  dis- 
solved and in 1916 he married, the 
Countess von Arnim, formerly Miss 
Elizabeth Beauchamp, the author of 

‘lizabeth and has German Gar- 
den,” and many other charming 
books. 

Earl Rusyell was an agnostic and 
the author of a volume of “Lay 
Sermons.” — He also published 
“Divorce™ in which he demanded 
cyuality for the sexes In matri- 
monial causes and the dissolution 
of marriages by consent.

ciples af Mathematics,” his most 
important book, 


Out-and-out Pacifist, 


After the outbreak of the. war, 
he took an active part in the “No 
Conscription Fellowship” and was 
fined £100 for writing a leaflet on 
consciontlous objection.: In 1918, 
he, was sentenced, to six months’ 
imprisonment for an- article he con- 
tributed to the Tribunal. He
